tor was immeditttely summoned, but Mr 
Mullett died in a few minutes

examination of the body, gave a verdict 
of deatn from suicide due to melancholia 
The remains of Mr Mullet will probably 
be taken to Cincinnati for interment

LANCASTER, Pa, Oct Jl —A box bear- 


ing * weird label was delivered at New 
Holland, a little village twelve miles from 
Lancaster, on Sunday morning

was addressed to Mm Caroline Settley. 
It was a large box, and those who saw it 
wore startled at reading above the addres* 
the following 
inscription- 
"Suicide" 


Hastily-the lid was removed as Boon a* 
the cumbersome package was taken to the 
Settley home, and then those who had 
been busy prying off the boards with 
hammers and chisels were horrified to 
find the body of a p'rl 
As aooa as the 


affrighted workers again approached the 
strange object they saw that what ap- 
peared to lay before them was the corpse 
of Helen Settley 


Evidences ol Death Not There. 


Drs Bushong and Kohlw were at once 


summoned and the mother asked that a 
post-mortem examination be made 
But 


as the physicians were assisting In the 
lifting of the body from it* strange rest- 
ing place they noticed that the evidence 
of death were not there 
No rigidity was 


apparent, not a sign of decomposition. 
So, instead of

FACTORIES IN SPAIN. 


When Mr. Rowell was here be spoke of 


the tin plate factories that are going up in 
different parts of the country. It is a story 
that has been told by other campaign ora- 
tors on the republican side. You will re- 
member that we have had a heavy duty on 
tin plate for 20 years or more, In spite of 
which fact *e have not had the factories. 
Now there Is an Increase of the duty, and 
the question comes up, "will we now Ret 
a factoryf" The republican orators are 
saying "yes," but we must remember that 
they said the same thing years ago when 
the duty was first pat on. They have 
shown an old and long continued ability to 
be mistaken about this matter. What evi- 
dence is there that they have got over that 
happy falling of theirs. The Philadelphia 
Times, of October 17, takes up this ques- 
tion and says:

After consider- 
ing the whole subject they have concluded 
that even with the absurdly high duty on 
the Imported article it is not worth while to 
try to make tin plates here. 


If all the tin plate imported annually 


were made in this country it would not give 
employment to more than twelve thousand 
pensons all told, which is a small fraction 
of the number engaged In tin working, In 
canning and in other pursuits in which tin 
is essential. Yet the additional cost put by 
the McKinley bill upon the tin plate annu- 
ally used is upward of 89,000,000, and with- 
out giving employment to one additional 
hand, 
We shall have to pay more for our tin- 
ware, and If we cannot afford tin roofing foi 
our houses, the galvanized iron combine 
will be enabled to dispose of its product at 
an advance. The tariff Is for the benefit of 
the trust*.

Tke Ltut I»ay 
fur Registration—Where 
You Vote. 


Tuesday, Oct. 28, is the last day for reg- 


istration, and then if the voter's name is not 
on the list he must appear personally before 
the judges and have it put there. Voting 
lists are now at each voting place. Every 
voter should see whether or not his name is 
on the list. If it is not, it can be put there 
Tuesday, by appearing before the judges in 
person. If a voter is not registered he can 
only vote by having some one who knows 
him make affidavit that he is a citizen en- 
titled to the franchise. 


The voting places, the judges and the 


bounds of the precincts are given here: 


First district—At the Richardson drug
